AND (notwithſtanding the whole na- 
tions abour, like the lines of a mariners compatle dire& from the 
circurnference to the Center, had conſpyredher oucrthrow) yetto 
her infinite glorie hath ſhee continued theſe two thouſand and 
thrittie yeeres bypaſt vnder the governement of a hundreth and 
ſeaven Kings, all lincallie ſprung from Fer 6us the fiſt, free and 
vntributarie to any forraine Prince vnto this day. The Romanes 
by Scapula and Caius threatned the ScoTs with thraldom; and 
Hadrian reared 4 mightie Wall for ſaiftie of his Province in 
ſouth-Britane, but the one found before him King G ar pus, for- 
cing the remaines of his vnſlaine armie, vpon their knees with 
theirhands to heaven, to beg their lyfes ; and the other he might 
heare tell of Fex6 us the ſecond, not onlie to haue payed home 
to the outmoſt farthing Maximianus bloodſhed here, with the ſac- 


king of Rome there ; but lyke-wayes to haue leveld his rampeir 


with the low earth. The Dayes from the north renewed eight di- 
verſe battelsvpon the $ c 0s :butthe heaps of their witherd bones 
left in diverſe corners of this Countrye, lyke the tale Cedars cut 
doune in mont Libanus, may ſhew what mightie 7oſuaes, deſtroy- 
ing.ſuch ſonnes of _Anak, haue ſweyed this Kingdomes Scepter 
heirtofore. The Jrish on the weſt dreamed of ane cafe conqueſt 
here: and even ſo the Pifs on the eaſt preſumed to enlargetheir 
bounds after king ALP1Ns death; but the one found the worth 


of king GREGORIES valor, and the other felt the weght of 


king KENNETHS wreath, ſweeping them for their crucltic with

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the beſome of deſtruction. Nor was the river of the Lords boun- 
tie to this people (MosT CnurisTianN MONARCH) dryed yp 
in this one bencfite : for GOD having determined fiftie yeeres 
ago to deliver his Kirk in this Kingdome, from the palpable dark- 
nes of Papiſticall errors ( wherein ſhee had lyen miſcrablie plun- 
ged {eayen hundreth and fiftic yeeres )to the trew knowledge of

borne, even to be that which in no ſmall meaſure your M. hes 
proovedalreadie to wit aſheild of thetrew word preached; ade- 
tender of the trey faith profetled ; a ſecond ConStanrine to ſupport 
Sions ſecond daughter ; the Lyon comming our of the torreſt, to 
deplumethe Eagle; to darken the Starr in the Crefcents boſome, 


_ and toftrype theſtrumpet of Romeſtark naked, that of a twohor- 


ned Lambe ſhee may appeare to the world, as ſhee is indeed, 4 
ten horned Devill. And why, except for this, hes the Almightie 
endowed you with ſuch rare and incomparable gifts, als weal of 
bodye as of mynd? for not onlie is your M. for princelie vertue 
repute more liberall than Alexander, becauſe more dilcreit ; more 
{uſt than Trajan, becauſe more wyſe ; and more gracious than 
Cefar, becauſe more myld : butalſo in ſpiritual diſpoſition a faith- 
tull David, for your burning zeal to' Gods glorie, yea andmote 
than Dawvid, becauſe more continent than hee z ane other 
Salomon, for your heavenlie wiſedome in governing Gods Kirk, 
and more than Salomon alſo, becauſe more conſtant than hee; 


and ane vpright Zofia, for your great affc&ion to the puritic of 


Gops worlhip, and more than Zofia lykwayes, becauſe more con- 
ſ1derat than hee. And is it not for theſe oreat things that the Al- 
mightie hes made your M, to parallel the thrie Gentile Nobles in 
heroicall vertue, to equall the thrie Tewiſh worthies in conſtant 
ſtanding to the cauſe of God, and to excell the thrice Chriſtiane 
Peires in chriſtian meiknes?

is fullic effc&ed, Could ever this poore cuntric hope, nay dreame 
of what ſhee now enjoyeth? eſpeciallic at ſuch a tyme when the 
weigetie affaires of the neighbour Kingdomes require both the 
eye and the aide of ſo great and wyle 4 Prince. France yet ſmar- 
ting for the blow of her laſt king: the _Mlpes ( though frozen )in 
flam'd with the choler of Spaine. : The Low-cuntries making Re 
| ligion ſerving their diſordered faQtions: what was there in ws of 
ſuch importance as to draw you here? when wee advyle well, of 
our ſelfes wee ſhall find nothing, but when wee think on you &'. 
wee ſhall find that, even that, which is the greateſt and moſt po- 
werfull thing in the world, by which deformitie often appeareth 
pleaſant, LOVE, was in you $*. which as it is excellentlie rare 
and great, in ſo rare and great a Prince, to the whole Kingdome of 
| ScoTLAND, and all the cities thereof, ſo it hath bein moſt {in-

. period? Ergo ( $18) your kindlicſt Chytia. 

Your Chyna ( $18) is of many goodlie members. Your M. hath 
paſt alreddic her head, neck, and armes, your greater Townes & 
Cities ; but till now came you never to her hart. VWhy 2 becaule 
inthis very pariſh is that auncient ſeat of W1lLLIaMWALLAS 
that worthie Warrier, to whome (vnder GOD ) wee owe that 
you ar ours, and Britanne yours, In this very parith is that Noble 
| houſe of Dairnley-Lenyox, whence ſprung your M. moſt famcus 
progenitors, In the Citie you came from, the bed tivat bred you: 
In the next you goe to, "That noble race of Hamilton, wherein 
your H, molt royall Steme diſtilled ſome droppes of their dea- 
_ reſt Blood.: and in this very houſe, is, your M. owne nulc 

CAbercorne, a checte ſprigge of the ſame roote, removed only 3 
litle by tyme, but nothing by Nature. And therefore arc you I1 
the veric hart of your Clyria, and ſowelcomer to her hart, thento 
zny other part. And ſo I hope your M. Parrct hath proved his 

Paradox. 

Now { $18) Leucothoe,that faireſt Ladye, Phebus ſecondlove, 
(hee is even your M. owne glorious Enzland moſt worthy of all 
love. When that Phebus, firſt wowed that Leucorhoe, hee was 
faine to transforme him ſelfe in the ſhape of her Mother, and tv 

to chift her hand-maids for a more privat accetle. But when your 

M. went firſt to your Engliſh Leucorhoe, you went lik your felt, 
busked with your owne beames, and backed with the bett of your 

| Clytia: So were both you and wee welcome, andembraced of your 

| Leucothoe. And retourning now to your Clytia, you bring with 

| you againe, the verie lyfec ( as it were } of your Lencorhoe, theſe 

{ Nobles and Gentric which accompanie you and ſhuld nottoth - 

bee ; nay; are not both moſt dearlic welcome to your Clytiz 
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That Phebus in his love to his Leucorhoe forgot his Clytia ; he 


came no moreat her, her nights grewe long, her winters tedious, 


wherupon Clytia both revealed and reviled their loves ; and ſo Leu- 
cothoe was buried quick by her owne furious father, and Clytia 
caſt out for eyer of Phebus favour. But your M. in your moſt in- 
ward embracements of your Leucorhoe, the were you moſt mind- 
full of your old Clyjia. Jndecd our nights have beene long, afour- 
tein yeeres winter, if wee weigh but your perlone; but yet 
the beames of your Royall hart ( the onlic lyte of Love) were 
ever awarming vs. The onely remedie were, that theſe two La- 
dyes, as their loves are both fixed on one, fo them ſelves become 
both one; and what will not true love ynite? As they have al- 
readic taken on one Name for their deare Phebus ſake, let 
them put on alſo one Nature for the ſame ſake. So ſhall our 
Phbus ſhine alike on both; be (till preſent with both; our nights 
ſhalbe turned in day, and our winter in ane endlefle Sommer; 
and one beame ſhall launce alike on both ſides of our bound-rod, 
and our Phxbus no more need to ſtreach out his armes on both 
ſides of it, devyding as it were his Royall body for embracing at 
once two devided Ladyes. Hee that confpireth not to this Union, 
let never Phebus ſhine more on him. 9 

Laſtly (S 18) that poore Chtia, thogh ſhee loft her Phabus fa- 
your, yet left ſhee never of to love him, but fill whether his 
Chariot went, thether followed her cyes, till in end by her end- 
lefſe obſervance ſhee was turned in that floure called Heliorropion 
or Solſequium. And how much more ('S 17.) ſhuld wee who 
growe daylic in your grace and fayour ; bee all turned in a zo- 
Mearporer With a Faithfull Obſequium. Our eyes ſhall ever be fixed 
on your Royall Chariot: and our harts on your Sacred Perſon.
